{ntehtion of tho company to run anather 
launch from hore np to tha upper bridge 
for the accommodation of passengers from 
Nentai ond the. noighboothood. Tha. 
tompany has givan ordora for tha building 
of two sido wheel, light draoght. steamors 
fot this line, seventy Seat long and eighteen 
feot wide. Satisfactory arrangements have 
boon made with the company ownlng the 
native forry boats to Suikow, thoateamboat 
line allowing it a share of its profits, Thus 
the opposition of thie poworfal company 
which stopped the ronning of launchea on 
the upper river sevoral years ogo will bo 
avoided, a 

‘The above is another sign of the 
timos ; it ia anothar ovidonco of the genoral 
awakening which is now ia progress in thin 
part of the province.

LORD WOLSELEY ON THE NAVY. ~ 

Aftera lectury delivored to the Voluntoer 
Sergeants’ Tuctical Scoiely in London, by 
Dr Millor Maguire (Lous of Uourt Rifle 
Volunteers), on * The Command of the Sea, 
as affecting the Power of a Nation,’ 

Lord ‘Wolsoley suid:—I am sure that, 
like myself, every one in this hall hos 
Hstened with the greatest possible interest 
to the very able lecture of Dr Maguire, ad 
Lean also aseuro Sir John Colomb that he 
has added a great. deal to the interest of 
this evening’s instruction by tho weighty 
remarks ho has made. ‘The subject that 
has been doalt with isof such a very largo 
nature that it might afford anyone of ora- 
torical powers food for any number of 
lectures or specchos. The fecturer “has: 
touched upon the great possessions of Eng- 
jand all over the world, and the maps to 
which he has roferred,-which show the pos- 
sessions of Engiand, tell us how enormously 
extensive the Euipire is,'and how easy it is 
to interest Kaglishmen in the several topics 
that grow-out of the Empire and ita de~ 
fences. To allude to the manner ix which 
wo obtained that Empiro would be to draw 
upon the military history of Great Britain 
for, ot lesst, threa centuries past You

A YEAR'S RECRUITING IN 
‘ GREAT BRITALN. 

The Report of the Inepector Generat_ of 
Recruiting, Major-Genérnl I’, Wl Genfell, 
giving an acrouat of the recruiting opern= 
tiuns for 1895, was iesuod yesterday. Com 
ruencins with the Regular Army, it is stated 
that no difficulty tad been expericaeed in 
obtaiuing the full number of reernits ra- 
quired, and in maintaining the Army at the 
cs:ablishment authorised by Pariiament, Of 
tho 29,093 reornits who joined, 26,198 en- 
listed for seven years with the colours and 
five years in tho reserve, while 14u9 enlisted 
fur twelve years with the cvlours, the re- 
| maining 1576 enlisting for three years with 
the colours and nine years in tho reserve. 
The enlistineots inte the Infuntry of tha line 
exceeded 19,000, the next in amount being 
4632 into the Royal Artillery. The total 


nuwber of rceruits thas obtained for the 
various arma of the Service was less than ia 
apy of tho four years immediately, preoed- 
ing, the number of 1802 being 41,G09, of 
whom 25,699 joined the Infantry ot the line, 
The effectives in. the Regular Arfoy on 
Jnnuary | amounted to 213,480, or uourly 
4000 ia excess vf the authurived establivb- 
ment. [1 is notided, asa gralityiog circum- 
stance, that during the lust five yeare there 
buy been a progressive dooreose in the num- 
ber of recruits specially enlisted under the 
standard of measurement, tho perceatage of 
such onlietments falling trom nearly 83 par 
cent. in 1891 to rather loys than 20 per ornt, 
just year, tis further observed that 1370 
of thu recruitk who were enlisted under 
standard during the first six months of 
1895 were remeasured on January lin the 
present yeer, When as many a8 933, uf G7 per 
oent,, were then found to havo reached the 
full standard” A now syllabus for the 
training of recruits haa lately beeu ‘adopted, 
and it ia conlidently expeoted that the men 
galisted undor standurd will now develope 


spaco of time than hitherto. Two-thirds of 
the recruits in 1895 were derived from the 
olase of labourers, eervants, aad husbandmen. 
The number of -Mil'tiamen joining the 
Regular torces uhowa a decrease during”tho 
lost tivo years, which is attributed in soma 
dogres td tho reduction from one pound to 
ton ebillings in tha bounty payable te 
Militiamen on completing their drill on 
enlistment, But it is believed that many of 
the recruite who, under tho old regulativoe, 
first enlisted in the Militia and thea joined 
the regular Army, now join tho Army 
direct. The oumber of enrolled Volun- 
tears who join tho Army. shows little 
yariativa from year to yeat,, and is rather 
more than 2000 per annum. But the 
returns for 1895 ure not yet complote, 
Certain partioulars are given as to the modo 
of gathering in reoroits fur the Army and 
Militia, The uso of the bicyole, fn order to 


visit mora remote towns aud villages, has 
been approved as a permanent arranyement. 
Undor thie system, an allowance is made to 
reoruiters usiag their owa bicyelesou reerui- 
ting duty. A very satisfactory feature ia 
the ciroumetance that the lors from desertiun 
during 1895 was amaller than in any proviuus 
year since the establishment of the short 

ioe ayeter in 1670, albhough the Atmy is 

000 stronger. 

Tho Report deals, in the next plaoe, with 
the Army Heserve, In the frst class there 
has beoo a loss of nearly 6000 men. But 
this ia expeoted to be met by resuming on- 
liatmenta for the supplemental roserve which 
wore discontinued in 1893. _ It is not intend- 
ed to allow tho Army Reserve generally to 
fall below 80,000. On January 2 it woe 
down to 78,000, The third part of the Kes 
port refers to the Militia and the Militia Re- 

The effeotive. strength of the Militla 
‘on January 1 was 108,380, or 15,373 short 
of the establishmant. But, although thero 
hos been a considerable decrease fa the num 
bor enrolled, the number actually prosent at 
the annual training, or absent with leave, 
shows a marked improvement.

Parcels not exoseding Li Ibs. “in weight 
are received in Hongkong and at British 
Post Offices in China, for transmission to 
the United Kingdom by P, & O, Packet 
vid Gibraltar. No parcel is sent with the 
Overland Mail vii Brindisi. Parcols there- 
fore arrive in London about eight days later 
than the Mail. Parcels _may be sealed,- but 
any parcel, oven though’ soaled, is liable to 
be opened for examination. a 

Parcels must bo posted in Hongkong 
before 3 p.m, on the day before tho dopar- 
turd of the Mail. Those arriving from tho 
Coast, &e., after this hour are kept for tho 
following P, & O. Mail, 

The Postage is 40 cents per tb., and 25 
cents each succeeding tb or fraction of a tb.
